What is claimed is: 

1. (Currently amended) A pharmaceutical composition, comprising: 
at least one pharmaceuticallv active ingredient; and 
pojy f ethylene sebacate), 

wherein said pharmaceutical composition is in the form of different drug delivery 
s ystems, wherein said drug delivery systems comprise one or more of the following structures: 
drug loaded microparticles. microcapsules, nanoparticles, molded implants, coated granules, 
films, coated tablets, ophthalmic inser ts, fibers, ligatures or sutures . 

Pharmaceutical compositions comprising at least ono pharrnaocutically active ingredient and 
biodegradable aliphatic polyesters derived from fatty diacids and fatty diola both with oven 
number of carbon atoms; particularly polyethylen e Gobaocate which is thermally stable, non 
toxic, and m e tabolized by normal lipid metabolism in the form of different drug delivery systems 
such as drug loaded mioroparticles, nanopartiol e s, molded implants, coated granules, injectable 
sustained r e lease particles, stents, films, matrix tablet, coated tablets, dry syrup, mouth dissolving 
tablets, mieropaiticlcs dispers e d in gels, taste masked formulation, inserts (ophthalmic), fibors, 
ligatures and sutures . 
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2. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical composition as claimed in claim 1 wherein 
molecular weight of said polyf ethylene sebacate) is in the range of 3.000 to SO.OOO The 
compositions as claimed in claim 1, wherein the molecular woight of said polyethylene sobaccnto 
is in the range of 3,000 to 30 3 O00 .

agents, hormones, anesthetic antagonists, osteoclastic suppressants, osteogenic promotives, 
angiogenesis suppressors, mydriatics, myotics, or glaucoma therapy and/or mixtures thereof-The 
compositions as claimed in claim 1 , whoroin said pharmaoouticolly active ingredient is aoloGtod 
from anti hypert e nsives, cardiovascular agents, analgcsios, steroids, physiologically active 
peptides and / or proteins, anti oanoor agents, antibiotics, fibrinolytics, anti inflammatory agents, 
expectorants, musolo relaxants, epilepsy remedies, anti ulcerative agents, anti hyp e rchondriao 
agents, anti allergic agents, diuretics diabetes curatives, hyp e rlipid e mio remedi e s, anticoagulants ; 
hemolytic agonts, anti tubercular agents, hormones, anesthetic antagonists, ost e oclastic 
suppr e s s ants, osteogenic promotives, angiogenesis suppressors, mydriatics, myotics, glaucoma 
therapy and or mixtures thereof . 

4. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical composition as claimed in claim 1. wherein 
the nharmaceuticallv active ingredient to polyf ethylene sebacate) ratio is in the ran ge from 95:5 
to 1 :99 T ho compositions as claimed in olaim 1, whoroin tho drug; to polymer ratio in said 
compositions is from 95:5 to 1 :99 .

7. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical composition as claimed in claim 1. wherein 
said drug delivery systems comprise coated granules, prepared bv coating the granules with 1- 
5% solution of said polv( ethylene sebacate) in a suitable solvent Th e compositions as claim e d in 
claims 1 to 4, wherein said drug deliv e ry syst e ms are coate d granules, prepared by coating th e 
granul e s with 1 5% solution of said biod e gradabl e^ a liphatic poly e st e r in a suitabl e solv e nt . 

8. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical composition as claimed in claim 1 , wherein 
said drug delivery systems comprise injectable microparticles suitable for sub-cutaneous, intra- 
muscular, intravenous or periodontal administration The compositions oo claimed in claims 1 to 
4 , wherein said drug dolivory systems arc injectable sustained release microparticles suitable for 
aub cutaneous, infra-Tnusoular or periodontal administration for sustain e d action for the r e quired 
period.

10. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical composition as claimed in claim 1. wherein 
said drug delivery system comprises microparticles and/or nanoparticles dispersed in a gel 
formulation capable of periodontal administration T h e co m positions in the form -ef 
microparticles dispers e d in g e l as claimed in claims 1 to 4 > wherein said drug dolivory system in 
gel form i s prepar e d by incorporating the mioro partiolos in a goTsuitablc for the treatment of 
periodontitis .

1 to 4, wher e in said drug delivery system is self supporting drug loaded films . 

(Currently amended) The pharmaceutical composition as claimed in claim iT he 
compositions in th e form of microcapsule as olaimod in claims 1 to 4 , wherein said 
microcapsul es comprise [[is ]]sustained release microcapsules. 

13. (Currently amended) The phaimaceutical composition as claim ed in claim I2¥&e 
compositions as claimed in claim IS , wherein said microcapsules,^ ea&%e-produced in an 
oil/water suspension system, in which the drug is embedded within the polymer microparticles 
forming the oil phase, and stabilizing agents for the microparticles forming an fee aqueous phase. 

14. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical composition as claim ed in claim 13The 
composition as claimod in oloim 13 , wherein the stabilizing agent s compris e arc soloctod from 
polyvinyl alcohol, polyvinyl pyrrolidone, alginate, gelatin, methyl cellulose, polyoxyethylene 
derivatives of sorbitan fatty esters and/or polyoxyethylene fatty ethers. 

15. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical comp osition of claim 1. wherein a particle size 
of said nanonarticles is in the range of 10 nanometers to 5QQ nanometers The compositions as

17. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical composition as claime d in claim 1, wherein 
said pharmaceutical composition is capable of being administered bv eith er oral, ophthalmia 
parenteral, mucosal, or transdermal route Tho composition s as claimed in claims 1 to 16, whorom 
said pharmaceutical compositions could bo adminis ter ed by cithor oral, ophthalmic, parenteral, 
mucosal or transdermal route . 
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18. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical composition as claimed in claim 1 . further 
comprising ITPIIpharmaceutical compositions comprising at least one pharmaceutically active 
ingredient and biodegradable aliphatic polyesters derived from fatty diacids and fatty diols both 
with even number of carbon atoms; and particularly polyethylene sebaccate which is thermally 
stable, non-toxic, and metabolized by normal lipid metabolism in tho form of different drug 
delivery sy s tems as substantially dc3cribod herein with - r e ference to foregoing oxamplos 1 to 1 8 . 
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
